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To  Chairman  and  Members  of  Seaton 
Valley  Council. 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
Seaton  Valley.  This  report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the 
Department  of  Health  Circular  1/71. 

Once  again  the  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  population  showed 
an  increase  to  31,750  (30,320  in  1969).  This  is  to  be  expected  from 
the  steady  growth  of  Cramlington  and  in  the  same  way  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  increased  from  11,279  to  11,644. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population  increased 
from  18.0  in  1969  to  19*6  in  1970.  When  corrected  by  a  comparability 
factor  to  allow  for  differences  in  the  age  structure  of  the  population 
compared  with  the  whole  of  England  the  1970  birth  rate  was  20.4 

The  Death  Rate  corrected  by  the  comparability  factor  was  12.0 
compared  with  11.90  in  1969  and  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  at  18.00 
per  thousand  live  births  was  exactly  the  same  as  in  1969. 

There  was  a  fairly  large  outbreak  of  Measles  in  1969  and  this 
may  be  attributed  partly  to  a  shortage  of  Measles  Vaccine  in  the  year 
prior  to  the  onset.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  parents  will  now  take 
advantage  of  the  availability  of  Measles  Vaccine  as  a  routine 
procedure  at  thirteen  months  in  this  way  further  epidemics  in  year: 
to  come  could  be  prevented. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support  during  the 
year,  and  also  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Staff  of  the 
Health  Department  for  their  assistance  and  co-operation.

The  coming  into  operation  of  the  pulverising  plant  at  Seghill  will  allow 
(except  for  emergencies)  the  closing  of  the  East  Cramlington  refuse  tipping 
site  -  and  its  clothing  with  soil.  I  am  sure  the  virtual  end  of  tipping  here 
with  its  attendant  nuisances vill  be  welcomed.  The  transfer  of  disposal 
operations  to  Seghill  does  not  mean  that  the  nuisances  experienced  at  East 
Cramlington  will  also  be  transferred  to  Seghill.  The  pulverising  refuse 
should  eliminate  all  danger  from  fire,  vermin  and  smell  and  when  the  soil 
stripped  from  the  site  before  tipping  began  is  used  to  cover  the  pulverised 
refuse  this  improved  land  will  be  reclaimed  to  agriculture. 

The  approximate  tonnage  of  refuse  collected  was  9488.
